bene bed within this realme, is greatly detaied by reaſon wherof great numbers of her Maieſties 
lubiectes be in daunger of great penalties, if her Maieſtie ſhould ſecke the due execution of her 
lawes: F 02 tefoꝛmation whercof, her highneſle hath found it very expedient, to make choyſe ok cer⸗ 
taine pꝛintipal Noble men ofthis Realme, and others ol her Pziup Counſell, to whom ſhc hath ol 
late giuen authozitie vnder the great Seale ol this Nealme, to ſec due execution of the Lawes and 
Statutes of this Realme pꝛouided in that behalfe, of ſuch other oꝛders as heretofoꝛe haue bene 
| taken,oz by them may be deuiſed hereafter, al wel fox the increaſe ofthe nomber ol hoꝛſemen, as allo 
toꝛ the bzeedofHozles. And fox that the due execution of the laid ſtatutes and oꝛders tend to a com⸗ 
mon detente of the Realme, wherein euery good and faithfull ſubiect is intereſſed and ought to 
de caretul of the lame, and therfoze the puniſhing with all ſeueritie, of ſuch as be found offen⸗ 
ders therein, is very neceſſary ; Her moſt excellent Maieſtie, hauing a gratious diſpoſition to haue 
her ſubiects foꝛc warned of her good pleaſure and intention, hath thought it very neceſſary and ex= ⸗ 
pedient, both to notifte vnto her laid ſubiects the great miſlike the hath of the remiſneſle, thathath 
bene Heretokoze v\cd in a matter tending onely to þ ſurety of her perſon, the publique defence ol her 
Dominions, and the particular benefit of cuery good ſubiect, and not ment to be a pꝛelident to 
dꝛawe any perſoninto any other charge oz burden, As alſo to let them vnderſtand, that from 
hencefozth, after admonition giuen by publiſhing of this preſent pꝛoclamation, whoſocuer ſhalbe 
found to offend in the pꝛemiſſeg, ſhal recetue ſuch punilhment,as by the Lawes and ozders ofthis 
Acalme, may any wayes be inflicted vponthem . Foz the due execution whereof ſhe hath giuen 
a ſpectall chardge,x ſtraight commandement to the ſaid Commiſſioners, to ſee ſuch as ſbalbe here⸗ 
after found offenders, puniſhed with all ſeueritie: willing allo and commanding all Juſtices of 
peace,and other publique minifters,to ſee due exetution of ſuch ozders,as ſhall by the ſayd Coms 


miſlioners from tyme to tyme be deuiſed and ſet foozth ton the better aduancement of th(s leruice, 
as they will anſwere it at their vttermoſt perfil.
